U.S., Cong Set

The 
Am erican reply was broadcast 
ov er Armed Forces Radio sev ­ 
eral times throu g hou t the day . 
The NLF has said it will fly 
the Viet Cong flag at the m eet­ 
ing , and U.S. m ilitary sou rces in 
Tay Ninh City said there wou ld 
be no objection to this. 
“They ’re fly ing their flag ou t 
there any w ay ,” said one sou rce. 
“ We want ou r boy s released 
from the hell-hole prisons they 
are kept in. We’ll g o where the 
Viet Cong want u s to g o.” 
The prisoners whose release 
will be neg otiated were identi­ 
fied by the NLF as Thomas Nel­ 
son Jones, Donald L Smith and 
Jam es Brig ham . 
Their ranks 
and home towns were not an­ 
nou nced. 
They are among 1,515 U.S. 
serv icem en classified as m iss­ 
ing in action or as prisoners of 
war.

Steinbeck, winner of the 1962 
Nobel Prize for literatu re, is 
dead at ag e 66. “The Grapes of 
W rath,” his compassionate por­ 
tray al of m ig rant workers du r­ 
ing the Depression won the 1940 
Pu litzer Prize. 
Steinbeck died in his sleep at

Po lice decen tralizatio n deman ds n o w 
co me fro m man y cities an d fro m su ch mo der­ 
ates as Whitn ey Yo u n g Jr., head o f the Urban 
Leag u e which n o w in clu des su ch a p ro p o sal in 
its n ew p ro g ram fo r cities (su ch as Pittsbu rg h) 
in 16 states an d this cap ital. 
An d so , there in the AFL-CIO bo ard ro o m, 
acro ss the sq u are fro m the White Ho u se, sat 
Mr. Cassese an d his deleg atio n o u tlin ed g rap hi­ 
cally ag ain st the backg ro u n d o f the so cial rev o ­ 
lu tio n . 
Presiden t Geo rg e Mean y an d the rest o f the 
ex ecu tiv e co u n cil g av e the co p s a frien dly hear­ 
in g . There was sen timen t fo r a n atio n al u n io n 
— which co u ld en ro ll 325,000 u n ifo rmed men . A 
co mmittee was set u p to "stu dy ” the o fficial 
PBA ap p licatio n fo r membership . It will rep o rt 
back to the midwin ter co u n cil cessio n in Bal 
Harbo u r, Fla. 
Hie co p s will be welco med. An d sin ce there 
already is a lo o sely fo rmed n etwo rk o f o f p o lice 
o rg an izatio n s, a n atio n al p o lice u n io n co u ld eas­ 
ily be lau n ched. This will mean takin g p o lice lo ­ 
cals fro m the meat cu tters, labo rers, machin ­ 
ists, bu ildin g serv ice an d state, co u n ty an d mu ­ 
n icip al emp lo y es n atio n al u n io n s.

Will Nix o n ’s In au g u ratio n ceremo n ies be ac­ 
co mp an ied by a rep etitio n o f what hap p en ed in 
Chicag o du rin g the Demo cratic Natio n al Co n ­ 
v en tio n last Au g u st? 
This q u estio n is bein g asked n o w becau se o l 
p lan s fo r a "co u n ter-in au g u ratio n ” to be co n ­ 
du cted by the same co mmittee which o rg an ized 
the demo n stratio n s in Chicag o an d which 
claimed that their p ro tests wo u ld be "p eacefu l” 
an d "n o n v io len t." 
The same g ro u p —the “Natio n al Mo bilizatio n 
Co mmittee To En d the War in Vietn am”—ha* 
ju st an n o u n ced that it in ten ds to ho ld a rally in 
Washin g to n n ear the Cap ito l o n the day befo re 
In au g u ratio n an d to carry o n a demo n stratio n 
in an area alo n g the p arade ro u te o n in au g u ra­ 
tio n day . 


DAVID DELLINGER, chairman o f the co m­ 
mittee. rev ealed that "p relimin ary n eg o tia­ 
tio n s” are u n der way with federal an d District 
o f Co lu mbia o fficials to o btain the n ecessary 
p ermissio n . 
He said he an ticip ates n o difficu lty bu t de­ 
clared that if the citv o fficials “take a rep res­ 
siv e stan d, this wo u ld raise the p o ssibility o f 
civ il diso bedien ce.” He added: "Becau se we 
are p eacefu l, do esn ’t mean we shall su rren der 
all o f o u r rig hts.” 
This co u ld be co n stru ed as a threat o f diso r­ 
der an d a warn in g to federal an d city o fficials 
that, u n less they g ran t the p ermits, "civ il diso ­ 
bedien ce” mig ht fo llo w. 
The Walker rep o rt o n the tu rbu len ce in Chica­ 
g o referred to the Natio n al Mo bilizatio n Co m­ 
mittee, headed by Dellin g er, as the g ro u p which 
o rg an ized the demo n stratio n s there 
Of Dellin g er himself, the rep o rt say s he “co n ­ 
tribu ted sig n ifican tly to mo bilizin g fo r the Pen ­ 
tag o n march” in Octo ber o f 1967, an d p o in ts o u t 
that he has twice v isited bo th Han o i an d Cu ba 
an d led a deleg atio n which met In Czecho slo v a­ 
kia with No rth Vietn amese an d rep resen tativ es 
o f the Viet Co n g . He is called "the sen io r mem­ 
ber o f the p eace mo v emen t ” 
The Dellin g er co mmittee co n sists o f a co ali­ 
tio n fro m mo re than 100 g ro u p s an d the p lan is 
to hav e "wo rksho p s” o n the Satu rday befo re in ­ 
au g u ratio n to familiarize the demo n strato rs 
with the issu es an d o rg an izatio n p ro blems. 
On Su n day , a march an d a rally in the v icin i­ 
ty o f the Cap ito l are p lan n ed. A p rearran g ed 
area is bein g so u g ht fo r a “p eacefu l demo n stra­ 
tio n ” co in ciden t with an d o n the same street as 
the in au g u ral p arade. 
The ap p licatio n fo r these p ermits p resen ts tha 
same situ atio n as May o r Daley faced in Chica­ 
g o . Un do u btedly the Natio n al Mo bilizatio n Co m­ 
mittee To En d the War in Vietn am wan ts to g et 
p u blicity o n radio an d telev isio n an d in the 
p ress thro u g h demo n stratio n s carried o n while 
the n atio n watches the in au g u ratio n o f a n ew 
p residen t. 
If the Dellin g er co mmittee wishes to stag e a 
p ro test, this co u ld be do n e a co u p le miles awav 
fro m the Cap ito l. Or a demo n stratio n co u ld be 
held an ho u r after the p arade is o v er. 
Bu t n o city is u n der o blig atio n to g iv e a p er­ 
mit fo r an y p articu lar area ju st to allo w the ex ­ 
ercise o f “freedo m o f sp eech.” An y stadiu m o r 
au dito riu m o r co n v en tio n hall o r ev en a p ark 
area can be made av ailable. 
The resp o n sibility o f the City o f Washin g to n 
an d federal o fficials is to in su re a p eacefu l at­ 
mo sp here fo r the in au g u ratio n ceremo n ies. In 
v iew o f the reco rd o f the Natio n al Mo bilizatio n 
Co mmittee an d o ther g ro u p s, there is ev sry 
reaso n to den y p ermits fo r demo n stratio n s 
which co u ld in an y way co n flict with the in au ­ 
g u ral p arade o r the in au g u ratio n itself o r p ro ­ 
v o ke diso rders. 
The Dellin g er co mmittee say s that its p ro test 
is n o t aimed so mu ch at Nix o n as ag ain st co n ­ 
tin u atio n o f the Vietn am War an d "the en slav e­ 
men t o f black p eo p le at ho me.” All su ch ex ­ 
p ressio n s are p ermissible u n der the rig ht o f 
free sp eech bu t n o g o v ern men t, federal o r mu ­ 
n icip al. is o blig ated to fu rn ish p u blicity facili­ 
ties to dissen ters. 


THIS IS PARTICULARLY TRUE if there is 
an y p o ssibility o f in terru p tio n o f the in au g u ral 
p arade o r the eru p tio n o f fistfig hts amo n g sp ec­ 
tato rs, man y o f who m wo u ld resen t the in terfer­ 
en ces by the demo n strato rs. 
If a p ermit is g ran ted, it is the in ten tio n o f 
the Natio n al Mo bilizatio n Co mmittee to call 
u p o n su p p o rters fro m all p arts o f the co u n try ! 
co me to the three-day demo n stratio n s which 
are p lan n ed. 
So u n less co u rag e is ex hibited by the o fficials 
an d p ermits are g iv en o n ly fo r areas that are 
far away fro m the in au g u ral ceremo n y an d p a­ 
rade o r at a differen t ho u r, Nix o n ’s in au g u ra­ 
tio n day is in fo r tro u ble.

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Fred Cope Is Salem High 'Institution'

influ ence to get him enrolled , 
Fred Cope and Salem High 
School athletics 
are 
insepar­ 
able. 
To followers 
of 
the 
local 
sports scene, it is impossible 
to pictu re a Salem High ath­ 
letic 
ev ent withou t conju ring 
u p at the same time an image 
of the hu stling, bu stling ath­ 
letic d irector. 
To Cope himself. Salem High 
athletics are life (or at least a 
v ery big chu nk of It). 
No one need s to tell ad mir­ 
ing Salemites that Fred Cope 
has tremend ou s 
q u antities of 
nerv ou s energy and d riv e. This 
is what has led him for the 
past 3fi y ears to approach his 
job here not on an eight hou r 
per d ay basis, bu t as an arou nd 
the-clock assignment, 


HE IS THE MAN who has 
spent end less hou rs lining the 
track and football field , hand ­ 
ling ticket sale head aches, sche­ 
d u ling games, and arranging all 
of the million-and -one other d e­ 
tails inv olv ed in staging anv 
athletic ev ent. 
Fred (or " F E .," as he is 
known to many ) is a phy sical 
wond er who has been warned 
by d octors to “ slow d own,” bu t 
who insists that this is his wav 
of life and withou t it he wou ld 
get no “kick" from liv ing. 
Bu t probably ev en more than 
this “ kick" and the fact tha* 
he has great energy , his moti­ 
v ation to perform his d u ties in 
an ex cellent manner may be at­ 
tribu ted to a 
genu ine enjoy ­ 
ment of working with people, 
faith in y ou ngsters, and lov e 
of his home town 
Since earlv in his life, sports 
hav e been close to Fred ’s heart. 
As far as he can recall, it all 
d ates back to the d ay when. a3 
a 10-y ear-old , he was taken to 
a semi - professional baseball 
game at Reilly Stad iu m. 
Chu ckling, he remembers that 
he somehow became separated 
from his father at the 
gate. 
Following the crowd 
into the 
stad iu m, he came face-to-face 
with the 
ticket-taker, 
whose 
hand was ou tstretched . 
When 
y ou ng Fred grasped the man's 
hand and gav e a warm hand ­ 
shake, the ticket-taker lau ghed 
so hard that he left the y ou ng 
boy into the game for free. 
COPE GREW UP in an ath­ 
letic clan. Along with his own 
brothers and the child ren of his 
u ncle, J J. Cope, he was rais 
ed at the site of the present 
Cope Bros. Nu rsery (his late 
father being one of the owners) 
The 13 child ren of the com 
bined families weren't fortu nate 
enou gh to grow u p in an era of 
little leagu e baseball and other 
organized sports, so they im 
prov ised . 
The Cope property 
became a v irtu al sports com­ 
plex . complete 
with 
its own 
baseball and football field s, 
tennis cou rt and a three - hole 
golf cou rse 
The Cope brood was large 
enou gh to permit the forming 
of “ All-Cope" athletic teams, 
which competed with many of 
the area’s top sq u ad s for ap­ 
prox imately 10 y ears 
After a nu mber of factors d e­ 
lay ed the start of Fred ’s high 
school sports career, he finally 
d onned a Qu aker track u niform 
in the spring of his senior y ear. 
While his high school sports 
career was short, it was cer­ 
tainly not u nev entfu l, as he 
qu ickly shattered both the Sa­ 
lem and Colu mbiana Cou nty rec­ 
ord s in the mile ru n. 
Following grad u ation, 
Fred 
d ecid ed that his fu tu re wou ld 
bring a career in either nu rsery 
work or farming, and were it 
not for his father 
and 
high 
school 
track 
coach 
Wilbu r 
Springer, 
he 
wou ld 
probably 
not be where he is tod ay . 
Fred recalls that Springer, a 
former sports great at Mou nt 
Union College, was d etrmined 
that Fred , too, wou ld attend 
that school. Bu t with only one 
week to go u ntil the 
college 
y ear’s opening in September, he 
was still a “hold ou t.” Accord 
ir.g to Fried , one d ay while he 
was bu d d ing trees in a patch at 
the nu rsery , his 
father 
lit­ 
erally 
d ragged him 5 0 feet 
to 
his 
hou s e , 
where 
his 
clothes were packed , and he 
was 
d ispatched 
to 
Alliance. 
Coach Springer then u sed his 


althou gh Mou nt Union's d ead ­ 
line for applications had long 
since passed . 
Du ring his college career, he 
won three track letters, twic 2 
captained the track team and 
once captained the cross cou n­ 
try aggregation. He won two 
Ohio 
Conference 
two - mile 
crowns and once captu red the 
title in the Big Six Meet, enter­ 
ed by all Ohio schools ex cept 
Ohio State. 
In recognition of liis accom­ 
plishments, 
he was ind u cted 
into Mou nt’s Hall of Fame this 
fall 
A pre-med icine stu d ent, Fred 
switched 
to ed u cation 
in his 
final y ear of college when it 
appeared to him that he wou ld 
iiot be able to finance his way 
throu gh med ical school. 
While teaching and coaching 
at Bu cy ru s High School, 
he 
continu ed to compete in AAU 
track meets and narrowly miss­ 
ed in a bid to earn a spot on the 
1932 U. S. Oly mpic team. 


IN 1 9 33. FRED COPE "came 
home" — althou gh he say s he 
had nev er really left Salem, at 
least mentally . He came home 
as facu lty manager of athletics 
a'ter hav ing been selected from 
among approx imately 200 per­ 
sons who sou ght the job in a 
time when jobs were almost 
non-ex istent. 
His earliest ad v ice from the 
late Su pt. E. S. Kerr after be­ 
ing hired was to “settle d own" 
and not ju mp from one job to 
another. Bu t Mr. Kerr need not 
hav e worried — Fred has nev er 
had a d esire to leav e, and say s 
he wou ld n't change things if 
he had it all to d o ov er again. 
Besid es facu lty manager and 
teaching d u ties, he serv ed 12 
y ears as track and cross cou n­ 
try coach, and was named ath­ 
letic d irector in 195 3 In terms 
of length of serv ice in a facu l­ 
ty manager - athletic d irector 
capacity , he Ls probably the 
d ean of Ohio athletic d irectors. 
His 
accomplishments 
hav e 
been many . The major ev ents 
he has d irected and the award s 
he has won a r t innu merable. 
His memories cou ld fill a book. 
He can look back with prid e 
at the many great SHS teams, 
ind iv id u al 
performers 
and 
coaches with whom he has been 
associated . 
He can be prou d , too. 
that 
Salem athletes are looked u pon 
throu ghou t the state as “ gen­ 


tlemen” and that the ability of 
local y ou ngsters in their re­ 
spectiv e sports is u nqu estioned . 
COPE’S PHIL0 80 PHY 
of 
high school athletics has chang­ 
ed somewhat ov er the y ears, 
and he has come to an u nd er­ 
stand ing in his own mind that 
“winning isn’t ev ery thing. 
I 
feel that probably the most im­ 
portant contribu tion 
mad e 
by 
sports is that they giv e op­ 
portu nities for activ e participa­ 
tion, allow stu d ents to repre­ 
sent their school, and prov id e 
reward s for 
ou tstand ing per­ 
formance.” He agrees with the 
often - v oiced 
statements that 
sports are v alu able in helping 
bu ild character, 
d ev eloping 
tninking 
ability 
and teaching 
the arts of gracefu l winning 
and losing. 
Fred ’s philosophy 
regard ing 
his own job has likewise flu c­ 
tu ated throu gh the y ears. Ac­ 
cord ing to his cu rrent thinking, 
the job has been su ccessfu lly 
completed only when opposing 
coaches and teams leav e Salem 
feeling that they “hav e been 
treated right and wou ld like to 
retu rn.” 
With his job d emand ing so 
mu ch time. Fred d oesn't get • 
great d eal of time to d ev ote ro 
ou tsid e interests. He d oes try , 
howev er, to keep activ e in the 
Boosters Clu b, Salem Golf Clu b. 
Masons, 
United Commercial 
Trav elers, Salem Grange and 
the Salem Historical Society . He 
is also presid ent of his Su nd ay 
School class at the local Pres­ 
by terian Chu rch. 


Mu rphy ) liv es in Los Angeles;

Praising his family , Fred re­ 
calls the cou ntless occasions on 
which they hav e play ed “sec­ 
retary ” to him by taking tele­ 
phone calls and answering d oor.* 
at their 5 75 N. Howard Av e 
home.

Wos Once Regarded os De ity 
Moon Has Fascinated Man 
Throughout Wo rld History 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The moon, around which the 
Apollo 8 astronauts will fly, al­ 
ways has fascinated man in its 
travels across the sky as a na­ 
tural satellite of the earth. 
Prehistoric man looked up in 
the night sky and regarded the 
moon with great awe. 
Later, 
the moon b ecame part of man's 
early theology, a role it retain­ 
ed until astronomers first peer­ 
ed through telescope* and reo 
ognized that goddess Luna was 
actually a celestial b ody like 
earth. 
Its status as a deity declined, 


Uniq uely, the moon rotates on 
its axis in exactly the same pe­ 
riod, 27 1-3 earth days, as it re­ 
q uires to revolve once around 
the earth. Both motions are in 
the same direction. As a result, 
the moon keeps the same sur­ 
face, toward the earth at all 
fac toward the earth at all 
times, and a lunar day or night 
will b e ab out 14 earth days long. 
Ab out 41 per cent 
of the 
moon’s surface can b e viewed 
all the time from earth. But 
while the rotation of the moon 
is regular, its speed in its orb it 
is not, since it moves more 
b ut its nearness to earth made slowly at the high point than at 
it an intriguing sub ject for ex­ 
tensive astronomical study. 
The moon orb its earth on a 
near circular course. The clos­ 
est approach is 221.443 miles 
and tha farthest 252.710 miles

of the moon is ab out one-six 
that of earth. A 180-pound man 
thus would weigh only 30 pounds 
on the moon and could jump six 
times as high. 
The rocket speed needed to 
b last away from the moon is 
5.400 miles an hour, compared 
with 25,200 miles to escape from 
earth. TTierefore, a large rocket 
is not needed to lift men off the 
moon. 
The moon does not have any 
detectab le water or atmosphere, 
so sound and other atmosphei- 
ic - dependent phenomena such 
as wind, rain, lightning 
anfl 
haze do not exist. Because of a 
lack of atmosphere, the moon 
has extreme temperature varia­ 
tions—ranging from 215 degrees 
Fahrenheit in sunlight to 240 de-
